Dale, I think I would suggest moving the ground rod away from the house 
a bit. If the gound system does attract a hit, closeness to the house 
could cause a fracture in the foundation. Additionally, if the window 
well is cemented at the bottom, you most likely will not have a good 
ground for several feet down due to leeching of the concrete into the 
soil. In putting in towers and other communications antenna supports 
over the past years, I have always had the contractors move the ground 
rods (3 per pole or tower-minimum) out some distance from the base to 
get away from the leach effect. Multiple ground rods spaced a couple 

of feet apart aid in reducing high resistance in the soil and providing 
a better ground system. (when concrete leaches into the soil - and it 
will over time due to rain, etc, it makes a rather large insulator which 
tends to shatter when hit by direct lightning or ground return lightning.) 
Hope this may give you some ideas of how to proceed. 72/73 Ray

As the proud owner of a recently acquired used QRP+, I found the need for a 
tune switch since I use a tuner and want to tweak it with RF out. The QRP+ 
has a built in keyer with jacks for paddles and a straight key. When I build 
a keyer, I provide the tune capability but Index Labs didn't. 


Rather than keep a straight key plugged in, I built a spot switch into a 
1/4'' phone jack by soldering an RS N.O. push button switch to the ground 
(barrel) of a 1/4" plug and, with a short jumper, to the tip connection. The 
RS switch is just small enough around to slip into the screw-on sleeve and, 
by positioning it correctly, the push button protrudes from the end. I 
plugged it in and the only inconvenience is reaching behind with one hand 
while tweaking the tuner with the other. Now if I can only put in a hi/lo 
power switch ...
